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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-23 are pending. 

2. In the response filed September 16, 2009, Applicants have elected Group I, 
claims 1-22, with traverse. 

3. Based upon the response filed September 16, 2009, the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn. The claims are examined as a whole. 

4. At page 1 of the specification, the continuing data should be updated. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1 -23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

A. At claim 1 , line 1 , it is suggested that the term "compounds" should be 
amended to read as -compound-. 

B. At claims 2-23, it is suggested that the phrase "characterized in that" should 
be amended to read as -wherein-. 

C. At claim 23, what compounds are prepared? 

D. Claim 23 improperly refers to claim 1 . 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Giordano 
et al. (Reference B2, cited by Applicants) in view of Stanforth et al. (Reference C4, cited 
by Applicants). 

Giordano et al. each a similar reaction process wherein aryl-pyridyl compounds 
are prepared. At page 3, see the reaction scheme which is depicted below: 
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The difference between the prior art process and the instantly claimed process is 
the ring system (i.e, phenyl versus pyridyl). Stanforth et al. teach the Suzuki reaction 
wherein a pyridine ring reacts with a phenyl ring. At page 288, see compounds 210- 
212. 

In view of the teaching of equivalence for these rings, it would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art to replace the aryl magnesium halide with another 
group such as pyridyl magnesium halide. Accordingly, the claim is unpatentable 
therefrom.
